Livestock 
producers of 
Texas 
and the Southwest again felt the 
effect» of the scaring drouth In 
1954, and while there were some 
areas of improvement, most live­ 
stock lost ground again. 
A comparison of prices this week 
with a year ago reveals fed steers 
selling to better advantage than a 
year ago. and fat lambs steady. 
r* . » also held steady. However, 
r ’l ether kinds of livestock are at 
lower levels a check of prices at FY 
Worth revealed. 
A year ago good and choice fed 
steers and yearlings topped at $18 
to $23 and comparable cattle to­ 
day sell from $19 to $24. a few 
at $29. Lower grade steer and 
yearlings a year ago drew $10 to 
$17. and comparable kinds are $1 
above th at now. 
Butcher cows at $10.50 to 813 
a year ago and capners and cutters 
at $6 to $10 in December 1953, 
were around $1 above current val­ 
ues on comparable kinds. Bulls at 
$8 to $16 a year ago command 
the same values today 
Slaughter calves at good and 
choice grades sold steadily at $18 
to $20 a year ago, and similar cal­ 
ve« averaged 
around 
50 
cents 
under that with some fairlv good 
kinds $1 below last year's levels. 
Some additional discount in

turns from calf sales this year 
can be charged to grubs which are 
much worse this year than last.
